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PREFACE. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee  of  |e 

Essex  County  Council. 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Fourth  Annual  Report  for  e 
Administrative  County  for  the  year  1922.  This  is  the  33rd  Report  which  has  I n 
issued  and  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  it  is  devoted,  in  the  main  a 
summing  up  of  the  year’s  work  for  which  the  County  Council  is  primarily  respons  a. 
As  in  former  years  the  report  is  divided  into  five  parts  as  follows : — 

Part  I.  Vital  Statistics  and  General  matters. 

Part  II.  Combined  Medical  Service. 

Part  III.  Tuberculosis. 

Part  IV.  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

Part  V.  Statistical  Tables. 

The  general  health  of  the  County  maintained  a very  high  level  during  the  yak 
The  number  of  births  was  17,179  (rate  18-6),  whilst  the  number  of  deaths  was  10  46 
(rate  11*1),  as  against  206  and  12-9  respectively  for  England  and  Wales. 

As  regards  Infant  Mortality  the  rate  was  the  lowest  on  record,  being  55'  ,s 
against  77'0  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  (all  forms)  was  810  and  under  sc 
existing  economic  conditions  may  be  considered  as  satisfactory.  The  most  uns;§- 
factory  feature  in  regard  to  Tuberculosis  is  the  large  number  of  consumptives  ic 
only  take  advantage  of  the  County  scheme  at  too  late  a stage  to  enable  theric 
receive  permanent  benefit.  This  is  partly  due  to  patients  deferring  to  see  their  n 
Doctor  and  to  delay  in  the  disease  being  notified.  Perhaps  more  so  than  with  any  c|i 
disease  time  is  precious  and  if  the  life  of  the  consumptive  is  to  be  saved  treatr  at 
must  be  commenced  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 

I desire  again  to  record  my  high  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  and  cor  e 
of  yourself  and  the  members  of  the  Committee  during  my  fourth  year  of  office.  ;> 
hearty  thanks  are  also  due  to  my  predecessor,  Dr.  John  C.  Thresh,  for  his  advice 
help.  I am  also  indebted  to  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  other  official®! 
Local  Sanitary  Authorities  for  their  co-operation,  and  to  the  medical,  dental,  nui  *£ 
and  clerical  staffs  for  their  loyal  services.

Essex  is  one  of  the  Metropolitan  Shires,  with  about  one-half  of  the  who 
population  of  the  County  centred  in  the  south-western  corner  lying  immediate, 
adjacent  to  the  Metropolis.  The  County  in  form  is  roughly  a parallelogram  measurii 
48  miles  from  north  to  south  and  63  from  north-east  to  south-west. 


In  the  County  there  are  to  be  found  populous  urban  areas,  residential  suburb 
wide  agricultural  districts,  small  manufacturing  centres,  residential  seaside  resor 
and  a seafaring,  fishing  and  dockside  population.

Tiansfeiable  Deaths.  During  the  year  the  Registrar- General  supplied  returns  ii 
respect  of  2,046  inward  deaths  and  2,936  outward  deaths,  and  these  returns  wer  i 
forwarded  to  the  various  Medical  Officers  of  Health.  In  several  instances,  exception 
were  taken  to  the  transfers,  more  particularly  to  the  inward  transfers,  but  afte 
further  enquiries  almost  in  every  case  the  deaths  were  accepted. 

Infant  Mortality. 

The  rate  of  infant  mortality  for  the  Administrative  County  for  the  year  192 
has  reached  the  exceptionally  low  figure  of  55-5,  or  a decrease  of  4-0  on  the  rate  fo 
the  pievious  year.  1 his  figure  (5£'5)  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  Essex,  and  i > 
compares  very  favourably  with  the  rate  of  77-0  for  England  and  Wales.  In  tw.  ) 
districts  (13urnham-on-Crouch  Urban  and  Frintcn-on-Sea  Urban),  no  deaths  c 
infants  under  one  year  of  age  occurred,  whilst  the  following  had  the  very  low  rate  l> 
indicated  : -

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SMALL.POX 

It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  the  London  County  Council  have  continued  the 
arrangement  whereby  the  services  of  Dr.  W.  McConnell  Wanklyn  are  loaned  to  any 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  the  Administrative  County  of  Essex  on  application  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer.  During  the  year,  five  such  applications  were  received,  and 
in  each  instance  Dr.  Wanklyn  was  satisfied  that  the  patient  was  not  suffering  from 
Small-pox ; Essex  is  fortunate  in  being  able  to  call  in  such  fin  experienced  Consultant 
whose  services  have  been  much  appreciated. 

Dr.  Wanklyn’s  services  can  be  obtained  at  any  time  by  telephoning  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer  (Chelmsford  120)  or  in  emergency  telephoning  direct  to  Dr.  Wanklyn,

Despite  the  occurrence  of  cases  of  Small-pox  in  the  adjoining  County  of  London 
and  County  Borough  of  West  Ham  and  in  various  parts  of  the  country,  it  is  satisfac- 
tory to  again  record  that  not  a single  case  occurred  during  1922  in  the  Administrative 
County  of  Essex.  The  usual  notifications  were  received  and  circulated  regarding 
37  persons  who  had  been  in  contact  with  cases  occurring  outside  the  County  and 
who  were  entering  the  County. 

There  was  one  critical  period  in  August  when  it  became  necessary  for  the 
Local  Sanitary  Authorities  in  the  Extra-Metropolitan  area  to  be  more  vigilant,  in  view 
of  the  increasing  number  of  cases  in  the  districts  adjoining  that  region.  Particulars 
of  all  known  contacts  were  promptly  circulated  amongst  the  various  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  who  were  also  reminded  of  the  availability  of  Dr.  Wanklyn’s  services. 

With  the  approval  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee,  copies  of  a 
booklet  referred  to  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1921  and  entitled  “ A Survey  of  the 
present  position  of  Small-pox  and  Vaccination,”  by  Dr.  W.  McConnell  Wanklyn, 
were  forwarded  on  12th  July,  1922,  to  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  their 
information  and  for  circulation  amongst  the  general  medical  practitioners. 

In  July,  1922,  the  Minister  of  Health  referred  to  the  few  outbreaks  of  Small-pox 
which  had  occurred  in  England  during  the  year,  and  of  which  the  clinical 
type  had  been  conspicuously  mild,  leading  to  the  reporting  of  some  cases  as 
“varioloid  ” or  “ alastrim.”  It  is  important,  however,  that  in  dealing  with  these  mild 
cases  none  of  the  customary  and  necessary  procedures  of  Small-pox  prevention 
(including  vaccination)  should  be  omitted. 

By  Memorandum  No.  71a  Med.,  dated  November,  1922,  the  Minister  of 
Health  sets  out  the  steps  required  to  be  taken  by  the  Sanitary  Authorities  on  the 
occurrence  of  Small-pox,  and  points  out  how  essential  it  is  that  all  necessary  arrange- 
ments should  be  made  by  each  Sanitary  Authority  to  enable  them  and  their  officers  to 
deal  promptly  and  effectively  with  any  case  or  cases  of  Small-pox  that  may  arise. 
Reference  is  also  made  to  the  need  for  watching  the  presence  and  distribution  of

Small-pox  in  the  country,  and  for  medical  practitioners  notifying  by  telephone  a. 
suspected  case  of  Small-pox  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  latter  procedu 
saves  valuable  time  and  enables  the  officers  to  adopt  immediate  preventive  measure 
detailed  suggestions  regarding  which  are  given  in  the  Memorandum  under  the  folio* 
ing  headings  : —

“ compensation  for  loss  of  wages  to  persons  so  quarantined.  I am  to  point  out  tho  f... 
“ there  is  no  legal  authority  for  the  payment  of  compensation  in  these  circumstances 
“ and  as  stated  in  the  Memorandum,  such  a course  is  not  necessary  in  the  larg.

This  comprehensive  Memoratidum  will  undoubtedly  fill  a long  felt  need  and  wii 
serve  as  an  excellent  guide  in  the  event  of  the  disease  becoming  prevalent  in  an 
district.

At  the  time  of  going  to  press,  Small-pox  cases  are  occurring  in  various  parts  c 
England  and  Wales,  and  the  prospects  of  wider  dissemination  of  the  disease  durin 
the  comiDg  winter  must  be  viewed  with  some  degree  of  concern,  particularly  in  vie' 
of  the  extent  to  wbich-vaccination  of  infants  has  ceased  (the  percentage  of  vaccinatio 
for  the  whole  country  in  1921  was  38'3  per  cent,  of  births  as  compared  with  70-9  pt 
cent,  of  births  in  1907).  The  only  practicable  remedy  is  a recourse  to  vaccination  c c 
those  not  previously  vaccinated  and  re-vaccination  of  the  whole  populatioi 
Vaccination  can  be  obtained  free  of  cost  by  reference  to  the  Public  Vaccinator  wh  C°‘ 
uses  lymph  of  an  approved  quality  supplied  by  the  Government  Lymph  Departmer 
at  Hendon.

NOTIFICATIONS  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

By  Circular  No.  285,  dated  24th  February,  1922,  the  Minister  of  Health 
reminded  Local  Authorities  that  from  the  date  of  termination  of  the  War  (31at 
August,  1921),  the  fee  payable  to  Me  dical  Practitioners  for  the  notification  of  cases 
of  infectious  disease  occurrring  in  their  practice  reverted  to  2s.  6d.,  while  the  fee 
for  the  notification  of  cases  occuring  in  Institutions  remained  at  Is. 

A summary  of  notifications  received  in  the  various  Sanitary  Districts  is  given  in 
Table  XX.  in  Part  Y.

By  letter,  dated  28th  April,  1922,  the  London  County  Council  refer  to  the 
arrangements  for  the  year  1922-23  in  respect  to  the  existing  scheme  for  the 
London  and  the  Home  Counties.  In  this  communication  it  is  pointed  out  that  the 
scheme  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  for  the  year  1922-23  follows  substantially 
the  scheme  already  in  operation,  but  a modification  was  made  with  the  approval  of 
the  Ministry  of  Health  whereby  the  first  and  second  instalments  shall  be  paid  by 
each  authority  on  the  basis  of  the  final  apportionment  for  the  preceding  year. 
The  total  cost  for  the  year  was  estimated  at  £112,500,  of  which  the  amount 
chargeable  to  Essex  was  estimated  at  £2,284,  of  which  three-fourths  would  rank  for 
Government  Grant. 

The  agreements  in  force  with  the  Chelmsford  and  Colchester  Hospitals  were 
renewed  for  the  year  1922. 

Table  IV.  on  page  14  gives  the  total  number  of  Essex  patients  treated  for  the 

first  time  during  the  year,  his  number  being  123  less  than  that  for  1921.  Despite  the 
smaller  number  of  patients  seeking  treatment,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  aggregate 
attendances  were  well  maintained. 


On  3rd  May,  1922,  a meeting  of  Medical  Specialists  and  representatives  of  Admini- 
rative  Authorities  interested  in  the  measures  adopted  for  the  treatment  of  Venereal 
Jsease  was  convened  by  the  National  Council  for  Combating  Venereal  Diseases  at  the 
Ity  of  London  Guildhall  to  consider  “ how  persons  infected  with  Venereal  Disease 
i best  be  retained  under  treatment  until  a non-infective  condition  has  been  attained.” 
/e  papers  were  read  and  discussed  in  detail.  The  outstanding  feature  of  the  debate 
,s  the  fact  that  about  60  per  cent,  of  patients  attending  the  clinics  ceased  attendance 
lore  they  are  cured  and  rendered  non-infective. 

No  definite  resolutions  were  submitted  as  this  conference  was  the  first  of  a 
■ies  to  be  held  throughout  the  country,  after  which  the  N.C.C.V.D.  propose 
mulating  a policy  to  be  submitted  to  a General  Meeting  of  the  National  Council. 

The  urgent  call  for  economy  has  precluded  any  extensive  propaganda  being 
lertaken.  Meetings  at  which  a Cinema  film  was  shown  were  held  by  the 
I.C.V.D,  at  their  own  expense,  at  the  following  places Walthamstow, 
ytonstone  and  Leyton  during  March  and  April,  1922. 

The  grant  allowed  to  the  Ilford  Propaganda  Committee  towards  their  expenses 
3 reduced  for  the  year  1922-23  from  £20  to  £10.  The  following  extract  from 
Burton’s  Annual  Report  to  the  Ilford  Urban  District  Council  gives  particulars 
the  propaganda  work  undertaken  during  the  year  1922  by  the  Local 
mmittee  : — 

“ 0Q.  ^e  2nd  February,  two  exhibitions  were  held  at  the  Cranbrook 
Hall,  Cranbrook  Road,  Ilford,  In  the  afternoon,  ‘ Social  Hygiene  for 
Women  ’ was  shown  to  woman  only,  when  an  Address  was  given  by  Miss 
Picton  Turberville,  and  in  the  evening,  ' How  life  begins,’  was  shown  to  a 
mixed  audience  and  an  Address  delivered  by  Dr.  Beattie.

Conditions  under  which  Licence  for  “ Grade  A ” Milk  may  be  grant:];

(2)  Where  any  animal  is  certified  as  showing  evidence  of  any  dis<  e 
which  is  likely  to  affect  the  milk  injuriously,  it  shall  forthwith  be  remcl 
from  the  herd  and  the  producers  shall  inform  the  licensing  authority  ho'  t 
has  been  disposed  of;  and  if  at  any  time  it  is  shewn  to  the  satisfactioi* 
the  licensing  authority  that  tubercle  bacillus  is  contained  in  the  milk  fe 
producer  shall  take  all  necessary  steps  to  ascertain  which  animals  ife 
diseased  and  to  remove  them  from  the  herd,  and  shall  inform  the  licen  g 
authority  how  such  animals  have  been  disposed  of. 


(3)  A suitable  system  shall  be  adopted  for  the  marking  for  the  purpfc1 
of  identification  of  the  animals  of  the  herd,  and  a complete  register  of  :1b 
animals  shall  be  kept.

(5)  Except  where  the  milk  is  bottled  by  the  producer  in  accord  pe 
with  the  procedure  for  bottling  hereinafter  specified,  the  milk  shall  be  ■ 
signed  from  tbe  dairy  where  it  is  produced  in  an  unventilated  siw 
container,  which  shall  be  labelled  or  marked  in  a suitable  manner  with® 
address  of  the  dairy,  the  day  of  production  (with  the  word  “ morning  ■ 
“evening”  according  to  the  time  of  milking)  and  the  words  “Gracl 
Milk.” 

B. — The  following  conditions  apply  to  persons  other  than  producers  : — 

(1)  Except  where  the  milk  is  delivered  to  the  consumer  in  the  " 
tainers  in  which  it  is  received,  the  seals  being  unbroken,  it  shall  be  deli' 
either  in  bottles  or  in  other  suitable  containers  of  not  less  capacity  tbauB 
gallons.

(a)  More  than  200,000  bacteria  per  cubic  centimetre,  nor 

(b)  Any  bacillus  coli  in  one-hundredth  of  a cubic  centimetre. 

(2)  The  milk  shall  not  at  any  stage  be  treated  by  heat  unless  a licence 
to  sell  such  milk  as  “ Pasteurised  ” has  been  granted  under  this  Order,  and 
where  such  a licence  has  been  granted  the  term  “Pasteurised”  shall  be 
added  after  the  designation  “ Grade  A Milk  ” wherever  such  designation  is 
used  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  such  milk  or  the  labelling  or  marking  of 
receptacles  containing  such  milk. 


Lmendments  of  Order, 


On  29th  May,  1923,  by  Circular  408,  the  Minister  of  Health  issued  an  amended 
ilk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923,  dated  25th  May,  1923,  which  made  provision 
<r  certain  alterations  in  regard  to  “Grade  A”  Milk.  These  affect  the  conditions  of 
reduction  only  and  provide  that  only  the  milch  cows  of  the  herd  need  be 
ibjected  to  veterinary  examination  and  consequently  only  these  animals  will  need 
> be  registered. 
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The  Minister  also  adds  that  if  a cow  is  suffering  from  a disease  which  is  not  of  a 
in?  jrmanent  character  it  will  be  sufficient  for  the  cow  to  be  isolated  (the  fact  being 
ported  to  the  licensing  authority),  but  in  the  case  of  a disease  whose  injurious  effect 
l the  milk  is  likely  to  be  of  a permanent  character  the  cow  must  as  at  present  be 
moved  from  the  herd.  Further,  to  meet  difficulties  which  have  arisen  as  to  the 
onomical  disposal  of  dry  cows,  the  provision  as  to  separation  of  the  herd  has  been 
the  tiered  so  as  to  require  only  the  cows  in  milk  belonging  to  the  herd  to  be  kept 
parate  from  all  other  cows  in  milk.  But  in  this  connection,  it  should  be  noted  that 
-ragraph  (2)  [a]  of  the  Second  Schedule  to  the  Order,  as  in  the  case  of  the  existing 
:ders,  requires  the  licensee  to  take  such  measures  as  the  licensing  authority  may 
quire  to  ensure  that  “ Grade  A ” Milk  is  kept  separate  at  all  stages  from  all  other 
ilk. 


ii|  Actual  Applications.  The  County  Council  decided  that  the  grauting  of 
fiances  for  “ Grade  A”  milk  be  delegated  to  the  Public  Health  Committee. 
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During  the  early  part  of  tho  year,  1923,  six  applications  were  received  fro 
farmers  for  such  liconcos,  whereupon  inspections  of  the  farms  concerned  were  enrri 
out  by  the  County  Sanitary  Inspector,  accompanied  as  a rule  by  the  local  Sanita 
Inspector,  who  paid  special  attention  to  the  following  points : — 

(a)  Cowshed.  Lighting  and  ventilation  ; condition  of  roof,  walls  at 
floors  ; drainage,  laying  of  dust  before  milking,  general  cleanliness,  remov 
of  manure,  etc.  [N.B.  Emphasis  has  not  been  laid  upon  the  genet: 
structure,  as  it  is  recognised  that  clean  milk  can,  with  careful  and  clean 
methods,  be  produced  in  buildings  that  are  not  ideal.] 

(b)  Farmyard.  Imperviousne3s  of  surface,  laying  of  dust  prior 
milking,  general  cleanliness,  etc. 

(c)  Utensils.  Type  and  condition  of  churns  and  milk-pails,  milkii 
stools,  cooler,  washing-bowls,  strainers,  etc.  General  methods  of  cleansit 
same 

(d)  Dairy.  Condition  of  roof,  walls  and  floor.  Lighting,  ventilatio 
general  cleanliness,  surroundings,  drainage,  utilization  as  dairy  on 
provision  of  hot  and  cold  water,  facilities  for  storage  of  milk,  etc. 

(e)  Cows.  General  grooming  and  cleanliness,  particularly  of  uddei 
flanks,  tails  and  switches. 

(f)  Milkers.  General  appearance  and  cleanliness;  use  of  overalls  a 
caps  ; washing  facilities  ; whether  hands  are  cleansed  and  rinsed  before  a. 
after  milking  each  cow;  attitude  towards  clean  methods. 

(g)  General.  Purity  of  water  supply  ; drainage  system  and  sewa 
disposal ; removal  of  manure  from  vicinity  of  cowshed  each  day  ; delivery 
milk,  etc.

Result  of  Inspections.  Each  farmer  has  evinced  an  eagerness  to  produ 
milk  under  the  best  conditions  and  is  impressed  by  the  keeping  qualities  of  the  m 
so  produced.  Early  in  May,  1923,  one  farmer,  who  had  been  practising  clear 
methods  for  some  months,  stated  that  he  was  able  to  keep  milk  from  his  cows  “ swt 
for  one  week.” 

The  inspections  revealed  the  need  for  education  and  propaganda  in  cleai 
methods  throughout  the  whole  producing  process,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  followi 
points  to  which  attention  had  to  be  given  by  the  farmers  before  licences  could 
granted  : — 

1)  Unsatisfactory  condition,  situation  and  surroundings  of  dairy. 

(2)  Pervious  and  foul  condition  and  careless  cleansing  of  cowst 
floor. 

(3)  Impure  water  supply  from  shallow  well. 

(4)  Absenco  of  overalls  and  caps  and  general  unsatisfactory  appearai 
of  milkers. 
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(5)  Careless  and  irregular  grooming  and  cleaning  of  cows. 

(6)  Absence  of  semi-covered  milk-pails. 

(7)  Failure  to  remove  manure  from  vicinity  of  cowshed  each  day. 

Some  of  the  old  milkers  do  not  take  up  enthusiastically  the  more  hygienic 
inothods  which  can  be  introduced  at  no  great  increase  in  cost,  but  on  the  other  hand, 
some  cowmen  shewed  by  their  zeal  and  interest  that  they  were  eager  to  act  upon  tho 
advice  given  to  them.  One  farm  is  worthy  of  special  mention  in  that  every  precaution 
adopted  in  the  cowshed  and  process  of  milking  was  nullified  by  a most  unsatisfactory 
dairy. 


Propaganda. 


Much  praise  is  due  to  the  Essex  County  Farmers’  Union,  and  particularly  to 
® Captain  Allan  Skelton,  C.C.,  of  Rosewarne  Farm,  Woodham  Ferris,  for  the  excellent 
propaganda  which  they  have  carried  on  in  various  parts  of  the  County.  Anyone  who 
, cares  to  visit  Rosewarne  Farm  will  see  that  Captain  Skelton  practises  daily  what  he 
preaches.  It  is  significant  that  a milk  producer  of  such  long  standing  as  Captain 
Skelton  should  say  that  clean  milk  depends  far  more  on  the  personal  factor  of  the 
milkers  than  on  the  question  of  the  condition  of  the  cowsheds,  utensils,  farmyard,  etc. 
His  booklet  entitled  “ Clean  Milk  Production  ” published  by  the  Essex  County 
Farmers’  Union,  Chelmsford,  should  without  doubt  be  in  the  hands  of  every  farmer 
ai  and  kept  for  ready  reference. 
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When  issuing  orders  for  milk  under  the  Tuberculosis  and  Child  Welfare  Schemes 
;he  County  Medical  Officer  adds  an  instruction  to  the  effect  that  if  “ Certified  ” or 
‘ Grade  A milk  ” is  procurable  in  the  district  it  must  be  obtained  in  preference  to 
ungraded  milk.

All  bacteriological  examinations  of  milk  are  undertaken  by  the  East  Anglian 
Institute  of  Agriculture,  King  Edward’s  Avenue,  Chelmsford,  at  a fee  of  5s.  per  sample, 
tnd  any  farmer  in  Essex  may  send  samples  for  examination  at  his  own  expense. 
The  Institute  point  out  that  in  order  that  a milk  producer  shall  do  himself  full  justice 
he  following  should  be  noted  : — 


lo« 
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1.  If  the  bottle  in  which  the  sample  is  to  be  sent  is  not  perfectly  sterilised 
and  the  stopper  likewise,  the  milk  will  be  contaminated  by  them,  and  the 
result  will  not  be  a true  statement  of  the  bulk  sample. 

2.  Any  sample  submitted  should  not  be  more  than  six  hours  old  when 
received  at  the  Laboratories,  as  the  bacteria  keep  multiplying  in  the  milk 
and  a few  thousands  present  in  the  new  milk  will,  in  about  half  a day, 
produce  hundreds  of  thousands. 


3.  The  sample  should  be  kept  cool  in  transit  to  the  laboratories. 

4.  An  ordinary  Kilner  fruit  bottle  is  an  extremely  good  kind  of  vessel 
to  send  the  sample  in. 
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5.  No  part  of  the  bottle  or  cork  which  will  afterwards  be  in  contai! 
with  the  milk  should  be  touched  by  a person’s  fingers,  cloth,  etc.,  whi 
putting  in  the  sample. 

6.  The  bottle  should  not  be  more  than  about  half  full. 

7.  Samples  should  be  sent  in  on  Friday  mornings  whenever  possib 
otherwise  the  Institute  should  be  notified  beforehand. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

In  a Rural  County  like  Essex  varieties  in  water  supplies  are  to  be  expected  a 
may  be  summarised  as  being  derived  from  two  sources,  viz. : — 

(a)  Sub-soil  water,  which  is  obtainable  from  the  numerous  beds  of  sand  an 

gravel,  and  wells  sunk  therein,  or  springs  at  their  borders,  supply 
considerable  portion  of  the  Rural  population  and  a few  Urb; 
Districts  (wholly  or  in  part). 

(b)  Deep  well  water,  which  is  obtainable  everywhere,  but  often  in  limit* 

quantities  or  of  unsuitable  quality  for  drinking  purposes.  Half 
million  gallons  per  day  cannot  be  obtained  from  any  well  save  in  t. 
south-east  of  the  County. 

Reference  to  Table  YI.  on  page  26  under  the  heading  of  Meteorology  w 
reveal  the  fact  that  the  abnormally  long  drought  experienced  in  the  year  19 
was  not  repeated  in  the  year  1922  with  the  result  that  complaints  of  shortage 
water  were  much  fewer.  Shortage  of  water  is  still  experienced  at  times  in  t:

The  River  Wid  joins  the  River  Cann  a short  distance  above  Chelmsford,  and  the 
Iter  river  enters  the  Chelmer  just  below  the  centre  of  Chelmsford,  resulting  in  a 
uch  greater  volume  of  water  (about  10-12,000,000  gallons  daily,  minimum  in  1921 
as  3,000,000)  which  led  the  Corporation  to  fix  the  point  of  intake  below  the  town, 
re  River  Ter  joins  the  Chelmer  at  Ulting  below  the  proposed  intake. 

Object  op  Corporation’s  Bill.  To  obtain  power  to  augment  existing  supplies 
abstracting  and  treating  water  for  domestic  purposes  from  the  River  Chelmer  at 
^mdford  Mill,  situated  about  two  miles  below  the  Borough  and  about  half  a mile 
ove  the  outfall  of  the  Chelmsford  Sewage  Works.  The  Scheme,  with  provision  of 
:w  mains,  etc.,  is  estimated  to  cost  £76,000. 


Safeguards.  At  the  request  of  the  Parliamentary  Committee  the  County 
edical  Officer  submitted  several  suggestions  to  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Council  for 
asideration  when  drafting  evidence  in  support  of  the  County  Council’s  opposition 
the  Bill. 


Representatives  of  the  County  Council  and  Chelmsford  Corporation  mot  in 
aference  on  8th  March,  1923,  and  subsequently  an  agreement  was  arrived  at  upon 
the  points  asked  for  by  the  County  Council  and,  as  a result,  the  Council’s  petition 
iS  withdrawn.  The  Clause  now  inserted  for  the  protection  of  the  County  Council 
vers  the  following  points  : — 
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1.  The  Corporation  to  reinstate  and  make  good  any  portion  of  any 
main  road  interfered  with  under  the  Act  and  to  maintain  the  same  for  a 
period  of  12  months  to  the  reasonable  satisfaction  of  the  County  Surveyor. 

2.  In  the  event  of  the  Corporation  abstracting  more  water  than  the 
maximum  quantity  fixed  by  the  Act,  they  shall  be  liable  on  conviction  on 
information  laid  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council  to  a penalty 
not  exceeding  £100  for  every  period  of  21  days  in  which  the  aggregate 
quantity  of  water  pumped  by  the  Corporation  exceeds  21,000,000  gallons- 
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3.  The  Corporation  also  to  be  liable  on  conviction  on  informatil 
similarly  laid  to  a penalty  not  exceeding  £10  for  any  neglect  or  refusal 
comply  with  certain  provisions  which  relate  to  the  erection  and  inspeotiil 
of  recording  apparatus  and  the  records  thereof. 

4.  The  Corporation  to  furnish  a copy,  within  7 days  of  its  receipt 
them,  of  any  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Health  to  the  means  to  betaken 
them  to  prevent  any  sewage,  etc.,  flowing  into  the  River  between  t: 
Borough  and  the  point  of  intake. 

5.  The  Corporation  not  to  supply  water  to  any  Local  Authori  i 
company  or  person,  supplying  or  authorised  to  supply  water  outside  or  :|| 
use  outside  the  Administrative  County. 

In  addition,  during  negotiations  with  the  Corporation  the  following  provisions 
to  the  purification  of  water  were  settled  and  inserted  in  the  Bill 

(i)  The  Corporation,  before  supplying  any  wator  from  the  river,  sh 
treat  such  water  as  to  make  it  comply  with  such  standard  of  purity  as  m 
from  time  to  time  be  prescribed  by  the  Minister  of  Health. 

(ii)  Except  so  far  as  the  Ministry  may  otherwise  permit,  all  such  wat 
shall  be  efficiently  chlorinated. 

(iii)  The  Corporation  shall  engage  a qualified  Chemist  and  Bacteriolog. 
and  shall  treat  the  water  as  he  may  require.  They  shall  also  furnish  ti 
County  Council  on  request  with  copies  of  the  analyses  made  by  the  Chem: 
together  with  any  other  information  relating  to  the  water  supply  as  may 
required. 

I he  Corporation  also  deleted  from  the  Bill  the  Clause  relating  to  the  enforceme 
of  the  Rivers  Pollution  Prevention  Acts  by  Chelmsford  (on  the  adjacent  Rui 
Districts)  outside  their  own  boundary,  and  gave  au  undertaking  iu  writing : 

(a)  Not  to  seek  the  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Health  to  any  variati'  i 
of  any  measures  mentioned  in  (i)  and  (ii)  above  without  notifying  t 
County  Council  and  (b)  that  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  shall  ha 
the  right  to  visit  and  inspect  any  waterworks  of  the  Corporation  which  m 
be  constructed  under  the  Bill.

SEWAGE  WORKS  ANJt>  RIVERS  POLLUTION. 

Increasing  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  prevention  of  pollution  of  the  rive 
in  the  Administrative  County,  all  the  sewage  works  haviug  been  subjected  to 
closer  supervision  than  was  hitherto  practicable.  The  question  of  sewage  purificati< 
throughout  England  and  Wales  is  assuming  greater  proportions  each  yea 
At  the  present  time  the  annual  expenditure  of  Local  Authorities  throughout  Englar 
and  Wales  on  works  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  amounts  to  approximate 
£7,000,000,  whilst  in  1920  the  total  indebtedness  of  the  Local  Authorities  in  tl: 
respect  was  £39,000,000.  It  will,  therefore,  he  seen  that  the  problem 
sewage  disposal  has  become  one  of  great  magnitude.  All  modern  methods  depen 
ultimately,  upon  the  oxidation  of  the  organic  matter  contained  in  the  sewage  I ' 
means  of  oxygen  obtained  from  the  air.  Ordinary  domestic  sewage  contains  ov 
99-9  per  cent,  of  water  and  less  than  0-1  per  cent,  of  solid  matter,  of  which  probafc 
rather  more  than  half  is  orgauic  matter.  It  is  this  very  small  proportion 
organic  matter  which  it  is  the  object  of  all  sewage  disposal  methods  to  deal  with 
such  a way  as  to  prevent  pollution  of  rivers. 

An  interesting  report,  from  which  the  above  extracts  have  been  taken,  wi 
published  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  in  March,  1923,  in  regard 
the  sewage  problem  and  its  boaring  on  fish  life.  In  this  report  particulars  a 
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iven  of  the  various  methods  of  sewage  purification,  namely,  by  treatment  on  land 
broad  irrigation  and  intermittent  downward  filtration),  and  by  artificial  biological 
ystems.  During  the  greater  part  of  last  century  the  former  was  regarded  as  the 
= nly  efficient  method  of  sewage  disposal,  and  where  a sufficient  area  of  suitable 
s ind  is  available  within  a reasonable  distance  and  at  a reasonable  cost,  there  is  no 
' oubt  that  it  is  still  the  best  method.  Shortage  of  such  suitable  land  has  resulted 
the  creation  of  an  increasing  number  of  works  on  the  artificial  biological  system, 
' be  position  in  the  Administrative  County  of  Essex  in  regard  to  works  under  the

Great  difficulty  is  experienced  at  many  works  in  regard  to  the  ready  disposal  Of 
1 ewage  sludge.  In  some  instances  local  farmers  willingly  cart  it  on  to  their  land  and 
i lake  a nominal  payment  per  load,  but  in  several  places  even  offers  by  the  Local 
- .uthority  to  cart  the  sludge  free  of  charge  have  met  with  no  response  from  farmers 
: ;arge  towns  are  able  to  try  experiments  for  disposing  of  the  sludge  in  a satisfactory 
-nauner,  but  owing  to  expense  these  cannot  be  carried  out  at  the  small  works 
mattered  about  Essex.

Another  factor  of  importance  at  all  sewage  works  is  the  personnel.  The  effect  of 
be  finest  modern  works  can  easily  be  nullified  by  lack  of  personal  attention,  whilst  on 
le  other  hand  the  most  simple  works  can  with  care  and  attention  produce  good 
isults.

trried  out. 

TRRDE,  HOUSE  AND  OTHER  REFUSE. 

Complaints,  although  much  fewer  in  number,  again  arose  in  regard  to  the  refuse 
ps  in  various  parts  of  the  southern  portion  of  the  County.  As  stated  in  last  year’s 
port,  many  thousands  of  tons  of  refuse  from  the  London  Boroughs  are  annually 
imped  on  the  Essex  marshes  along  the  northern  bank  of  the  Thames  causing 
usances  to  arise  from  various  causes,  namely  : — 

(a)  unloading  of  barges  into  trucks  ; 

(b)  tipping  of  trucks  on  embankments  ; 

(c)  effluvium  from  fermenting  refuse  : 

(d)  smoke  from  burning  tips  ; 

(e)  plague  of  flies  in  summer  ; 

(f)  rat  infestation  ; 

(g)  dirty  paper  scattered  by  winds,  &c. 

(h)  fleas  taken  from  tips  by  children  when  playing  or  working  there  ; 

(i)  alleged  infection  of  children  (chiefly)  by  infected  material  in  rubbish  ; 

(j)  pollution  of  marsh  ditches. 

On  the  29th  June,  1922,  a Conference  with  representatives  of  the  London  County 

Iiuncil,  the  City  Corporation  and  the  Metropolitan  Borough  Councils,  was  held 
ith  representatives  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  to  consider  the  question  of  the 
3posal  of  London  refuse.  At  this  Conference  it  was  pointed  out  that  complaints 
ire  becoming  more  and  more  insistent,  and  the  Ministry  had  found  from  investigations 
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that  the  complaints  wore  not  without  foundation.  Of  the  four  methods  of  deal 
with  the  refuse,  namely,  separation,  pulverisation,  the  refuse  destructor,  and  tipp  r 
the  last  mentioned  was  open  to  great  objection,  but  having  regard  to  the  need! 
economy,  it  must  continue  yet  a long  time.  Other  points  were  raised,  namely  1 

(1)  The  difficulties  which  Local  Authorities  encountered  because  of  1th 
railway  rates,  the  railway  companies  refusing  to  allow  pulverised  reffj 
sold  as  manure,  to  be  conveyed  at  the  lower  rate  charged  for  manure;;!) 
the  need  of  bringing  to  the  notice  of  farmers  the  value  of  pulverised  re  « 
as  manure  (it  was  suggested  that  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fishees 
might  give  great  assistance  in  this  direction);  and  (3)  in  the  opinior  ,f 
some,  the  need  of  a comprehensive  scheme  of  refuse  disposal  for  the  whe 
of  London. 

A Committee  of  nine  was  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Ministry,  and  an 
result,  on  the  26th  July,  1922,  the  Ministry  issued  a statement  showing  a lisil 
precautionary  measures  for  abating  and  preventing  nuisances  arising  from  refuse 
throughout  the  country.  The  Ministry  also  laid  emphasis  upon  the  follows 
points  : — 


(1)  That  to  prevent  nuisances  from  fire,  rats,  flies  or  smells,  the  ref  i 
shall  be  deposited  in  shallow  layers,  and  each  layer  shall  be  promi  r 
covered  with  earth  or  other  suitable  material. 


(2)  That  each  Council,  in  disposing  of  refuse,  whether  directly  or  l 
contractor,  should  take  immediate  steps  to  secure  that  the  precautions  n I 
recommended  are  strictly  observed,  and  that  for  this  purpose  they  should 

fa)  Where  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  directly,  give  instructions* 
their  servants  for  the  observance  of  these  precautions. 

(b)  Where  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  contract,  secure  that  I 
terms  of  the  contract  clearly  provide  that  their  contractor  must  obse  I 
the  precautions. 

(c)  Both  as  regards  their  own  tips  and  those  of  contractors,  m;fl 
suie,  by  peiiodical  visits  of  a competent  officer  (say  once  a wed 
that  the  precautions  are  fulfilled. 


The  precautions  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  abating  and  prevent  I 
nuisances  arising  from  refuse  tips  are  as  follows: — 

1.  Every  person  who  forms  a deposit  of  filth,  dust,  ashes  or  rabbi  I 
of  such  a nature  as  is  likely  to  give  rise  to  nuisance,  exceeding  *cubic  yai  I 
must,  in  addition  to  the  observance  of  any  other  requirements  which  i 
applicable,  comply  with  the  following  rules  : — 

(1)  The  deposit  to  bo  made  in  layers ; 

(2)  No  layer  to  exceed  ffeet  in  depth  ;

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(3)  Each  layer  to  be  covered,  on  all  surfaces  exposed  to  the  air, 
with  at  least  nine  inches  of  earth  or  other  suitable  substance  ; provided 
that  during  the  formation  of  any  layer  not  more  than  ^square  yards 
may  be  left  uncovered  at  any  one  time  ; 

(4)  No  refuse  to  be  left  uncovered  for  more  than  72  hours  from 
the  time  of  deposit  ;** 

(5)  Sufficient  screens  or  other  suitable  apparatus  to  be  provided 
where  necessary,  to  prevent  any  paper  or  other  debris  from  being 
blown  by  the  wind  away  from  the  place  of  deposit. 

2.  Every  person  who  deposits  any  filth,  dust,  ashes,  or  rubbish  likely 
to  cause  a nuisance  if  deposited  in  any  water  must,  so  far  as  practicable, 
avoid  its  being  deposited  in  water. 

3.  Every  person  who  deposits  any  filth,  dust,  ashes,  or  rubbish,  must 
take  all  reasonable  precautions  to  prevent  the  breaking  out  of  fires  and  the 
breeding  of  flies  and  vermin  on  or  in  such  deposit. 

4.  If  the  material  deposited  at  anyone  time  consists  entirely  or  mainly 
of  fish,  animal  or  other  organic  refuse,  the  person  making  such  deposit  must 
forthwith  cover  it  with  earth  or  other  equally  suitable  substance  at  least  two 
feet  in  depth. 

5.  Every  person  who  deposits  any  filth,  dust,  ashes,  or  rubbish,  must 
take  all  practicable  steps  to  secure  that  tins  or  other  vessels  or  loose  debris 
likely  to  give  rise  to  nuisance  are  not  deposited  in  an  exposed  condition  on 
or  about  the  place  of  deposit. 

6.  Sufficient  and  competent  labour  must  be  provided  in  connection 
with  the  deposit  to  enable  the  necessary  measures  to  be  taken  for  the 
prevention  of  nuisance. 

7.  So  far  as  practicable  each  layer  of  refuse  which  has  been  laid  and 
covered  with  soil  must  be  allowed  to  settle  before  the  next  layer  is  added. 

8.  Wherever  practicable  the  person  making  the  deposit  must  avoid 
raising  the  surface  of  the  tip  above  the  general  level  of  the  adjoining  ground. 

9.  All  refuse  must  be  disposed  of  with  suoh  dispatch,  and  be  so 
protected  during  transit  as  to  avoid  risk  of  nuisance. 


OFFENSIVE  SMELLS  IN  SOUTH-EAST  ESSEX. 

(1)  Cause  oj  Complaints.  The  smells  have  been  described  by  all  the  com- 
iililainants  as  benzine-like  with  garlicy  flavour;  they  are  very  offensive  and  have 
caused  great  discomfort  to  many  people.

(3)  Complainants.  The  County  Council  first  received  complaints  in  Octol  t 
.1921,  from  a resident  at  Iladleigh.  Since  that  time  complaints  have  been  made  t 
the  Southend-on-Sea  County  Borough,  Billericay  and  Rochford  Rural  Counc  ; 
Hadleigh,  Rayleigh  and  South  Benfleet  Parish  Councils,  South  Benfleet  Ratepayi  < 
Association,  residents  at  Southend-on-Sea,  Westclifif,  Hadleigh,  South  Benfl  , 
(including  a Petition  from  householders),  Stanford-le-Hope,  Vange,  Thundersll 
Frindsbury  (Kent),  and  passengers  travelling  on  the  Midland  Railway. 

Three  local  Sanitary  Authorities  in  Essex  are,  therefore,  concerned  in  this  matt  i 
namely,  Southend-on-Sea  County  Borough,  Rochford  Rural  District  and  Ors- 
Rural  District. 

(4)  Remedial  Action,  (a)  Consultations.  H.M.  Inspector  under  the  Alkali,  A., 
Works  Regulations  Act,  1906,  was  first  consulted  in  November,  1921,  when  it  w [ 
ascertained  that  Oil  Refineries  were  not  included  under  that  Act  and  were,  the  ji 
fore,  outside  the  scope  of  their  supervision. 

Officials  at  the  Ministry  of  Health  were  interviewed,  and  subsequently  rul  i 
that  the  matter  was  one  for  further  investigation  by  the  Southend  County  Borou<:  i 
and  that  if  action  became  necessary,  it  should  be  taken  by  the  Borough  Coun  p 
under  the  Nuisance  Provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  in  consultation  wr:| 
the  County  Medical  Officer.  Information  was  also  given  in  regard  to  the  Smo  i 
Abatement  Bill,  which  would  enable  the  Ministry  to  deal  with  these  Works  und  i 
the  Alkali.  &c.,  Works  Regulation  Act,  1906. 

The  Medical  Officers  for  Port  of  London  Sanitary  Authority,  Southend-on-Sr 
County  Borough,  Rochford  and  Orsett  Rural  Districts,  were  consulted  at  vario  fr. 
times.  By  arrangement  with  the  Medical  Ofticer  of  Health  for  the  Rochford  Rur  £ 
District,  a sample  of  air  was  taken  by  a special  apparatus  at  South  Benfleet  ai  | 
examined  on  20th  May,  1922,  but  the  results  did  not  justify  proceeding  further  in  th  I 
direction. 

(b)  Inspections.  Inspections  of  the  locality  were  carried  out  by  the  Coum  i 
Medical  Officer,  and  consultation  with  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  Orse  | 
Rural  District,  Southend-on-Sea  County  Borough,  and  the  Port  of  London  Sanitai 
Authority  was  held  on  20th  April  1922, and  subsequently  informal  notices  aud  form  i 
notices  were  served  upon  the  two  firms  concerned. 
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Conclusion.  Although  an  improvement  has  taken  place,  complaints  again  aroro 
in  1923.  These  differed  from  the  previous  complaints,  as  the  smells  only  came  in 
gusts,  particularly  at  night  time,  and  are  affecting  injuriously  (he  residents  of 
Southend-on-Sea. 


A Conference  of  representatives  and  officials  from  the  County  Council,  Southend- 
on-Sea  County  Borough,  Port  of  London  Sanitary  Authority,  and  Rochford,  Orsett 
I and  Billericay  Rural  District  Councils,  was  held  on  1.  th  June,  1923,  when  it  was 
unanimously  decided  as  follows  : — 


(i)  That  the  Essex  County  Council  be  asked  to  direct  the  attention  of 
the  Port  of  London  Authorities  to  Section  228  of  their  Act  of  1920,  under 
whieh  the  Port  of  London  Authorities  can  take  action  if  they  find  there  is 
a nuisance  within  that  Section. 

(ii)  That  a deputation  consisting  of  one  member  from  each  of  the 
Authorities  represented  shall  wait  upon  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  lay  the 
position  before  them,  and  to  urge  that  the  law  on  this  subject  be  strengthened 
at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

Other  Complaints.  These  have  arisen  in  the  Grays  Urban  District  and  at 
Purfieet  in  the  Orsett  Rural  District,  and  are  similar  in  nature  to  those  referred  to 
above.  Consultations  have  been  held  with  the  local  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and 
with  the  Ministry  of  Health  with  a view  to  a remedy  being  found. 

HOUSING. 


In  the  Census  for  1921,  the  Registrar-General  states  “ that  the  general  housing 
iof  the  geographical  County  of  Essex  is,  on  an  average  of  rooms  per  person,  neither 
' better  nor  worse  than  it  was  in  1911.  On  the  other  hand,  comparison  between  1911 
and  1921  of  the  families  living  under  the  ‘ overcrowded  ’ conditions  of  more  than  two 
persons  per  room  is  less  favourable.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  Table  that  the 
actual  number  of  families  and  persons  and  the  proportion  of  the  total  population 

J living  under  such  conditions  has  increased,  though  it  is  only  fair  to  point  out  that 
both  the  1911  and  1921  proportions  are  lower  than  the  corresponding  proportion  for 
England  and  Wales  in  1911  —

The  number  of  private  families  has  increased  by  li'9  per  cent,  during  the 
Jecennium,  whereas  the  growth  in  the  number  of  occupied  dwellings  was  only  9-6 
•er  cent.,  with  the  result  that  the  average  number  of  families  per  occupied  dwelling 
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has  increased  from  1T3  in  1911  to  1*18  in  1921.  At  the  same  time  the  number  ff 
unoccupied  dwellings  has  dropped  from  16,136  to  8,104,  a decrease  of  8,(1 
TJnoccupiod  dwellings  include  both  tenantless  dwellings  and  premises  merely  vac  i 
through  the  temporary  absence  of  the  occupier.  From  the  above  figures  it  will* 
seen  that  a large  proportion  of  the  formerly  tenantless  dwellings  must  have  b u 
absorbed  by  1921,  despite  the  eagerness  of  some  owners  to  keep  houses  vacant  uJ 
a high  price  could  be  obtained  for  vacant  possession.

The  excess  of  the  1921  ratio  of  T18  over  the  1911  ratio  of  1T3  is  approximay 
equivalent  to  a deficiency  of  12,900  dwellings  on  the  number  returned  in  1921,  aj'.t 
from  the  replacement  of  any  of  the  portion  absorbed  from  the  margin  of  unoccu^  ii 
dwellings.  Without  such  a reserve  of  unoccupied  dwellings  to  draw  upon,  tie 
would  therefore  have  been  in  Essex  in  1921  an  approximate  shortage  of  no  less  tan 
20,932  dwellings. 

It  is  therefore  right  to  enquire  what  steps  have  been  taken  by  Local  Saniif 
Authorities  and  private  enterprise  to  meet  this  deficiency,  but  unfortunately  figi  S6 
are  only  available  for  the  year  1921  for  the  Administrative  County.  It  will  be  sn 
from  Table  VIII.  on  page  36a,  that  4,407  new  houses  were  erected  in  the  Admiuis  1 
five  County  in  1921  as  follows  : —

Increasing  attention  has  been  paid  by  the  Local  Sanitary  Officials  to  the  gen  i 
bousing  conditions  of  their  districts,  as  is  evident  from  the  particulars  of  w i 
done  given  in  Table  VIII.,  more  particularly  in  rendering  houses  fit  for  hui  i 
habitation. 

Undoubtedly  housing  has  a far  greater  influence  on  health  than  is  gener  |r 
realised.  Bad  housing  has  too  long  been  allowed  to  take  its  to'l  of  victims  au<  J 
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undermine  the  health  of  those  who  through  financial  or  other  circumstances  have 
been  and  still  are  compelled  to  live  in  unsatisfactory  dwellings.  The  late  Lord 
Shaftesbury  very  aptly  stated  that  “ until  their  housing  conditions  are  Christianised, 
all  hope  of  moral  or  social  improvement  is  utterly  in  vain.” 

Ever  since  the  middle  of  the  last  century  the  acuteness  of  the  housing  problem 
has  been  recognised.  In  those  days  the  factory  system  attracted  hordes  of  country 
labourers  to  industrial  centres,  finding  municipalities  utterly  unprepared  and  resulting 
in  the  legacy  to  the  present  generation  of  the  many  slum  areas  which  are  to  be  found 
in  towns  throughout  the  country.  Much  has  been  done  since  the  appointment  in 
1884  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Housing,  but  at  the  present  rate  of  building  it  will 
be  many  years  before  the  accumulated  arrears,  aggravated  by  the  cessation  of 
building  during  the  war,  are  overtaken. 

The  cardinal  points  of  a housing  problem  may  be  summarised  as  follows  : — 

(1)  That  the  number  of  houses  must  be  sufficient  many  marriages  are 

unduly  delayed  owing  to  insufficiency  of  bouses.’ 

(2)  That  every  house  must  be  soundly  built  and  efficiently  drained,  lighted 

and  ventilated,  and  should  have  a garden. 

(3)  That  overcrowding  of  houses  on  any  given  area  of  land  should  not  be 

permitted. 

(4)  That  houses  should  be  provided  at  an  economic  rent  at  the  earliest 

possible  moment. 

The  above  requirements  are  taken  into  consideration  by  every  Local  Sanitary 
Authority  when  promoting  town  planning  and  housing  schemes.  Essex  has  been 
particularly  progressive  in  this  respect  and  there  are,  dotted  over  the  countryside, 
Council  houses  of  a high  standard.  Much  has  been  written  in  regard  to  the  jerry- 
built  condition  of  Council  houses  in  various  parts  of  the  country,  but  such  remarks 
have  no  reference  to  the  Council  houses  in  this  County,  which  are  well  built,  well 
irained  and  ventilated.  The  chief  drawback  is  due  to  the  oresent  economic 
conditions  requiring  rents  quite  beyond  the  means  of  the  tenant,  who  is  often 
compelled  to  sub-let  a portion  of  his  house,  with  consequent  liability  to  over-  * 
crowding  and  loss  of  privacy.  It  is  difficult  to  see  how  this  can  be  avoided  until 
finance  is  easier. 

The  industrial  development  of  the  northern  bank  of  the  Thames  in  this  County 
Is  tending  to  congregate  masses  of  population  which  are  in  danger  of  being  housed 
in  a haphazard  manner.  Here  is  excellent  scope  for  a combined  town  planning 
scheme  from  as  far  east  as  Shoeburyness  to  the  large  western  centres  of  population 
at  Ea.st  and  West  Ham.  At  the  invitation  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  a conference  of 
representatives  from  all  the  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  concerned  was  held  on  15th 
June,  1922,  when  the  following  decisions  were  arrived  at ; — 

(1)  That  a Joint  Committee  for  Town  Planning  for  this  region  be  formed.

(2)  That  the  Committee  shall  consist  of  representatives  from  all  t 

authorities  named  in  tho  Ministry’s  letter,  dated  10th  May,  1922,  a 
that  the  Essex  County  Council  bo  invited  to  send  two  representativ 
to  all  meetings. 

(3)  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  prepare  a town  planni 

scheme  and  statement  for  the  whole  of  the  region. 

(4)  That  representatives  of  technical  trades,  works,  or  other  organisatio 

or  officers  and  advisors  of  Local  Authorities,  shall  be  invited  toatte 
to  give  evidence  at  the  discretion  of  tho  Committee. 

(5)  That  the  Committee  be  instructed  to  prepare  an  estimate  of  expen: 

and  to  submit  a recommendation  as  to  how  they  should  be  borne 
the  various  authorities. 

(6)  That  the  withdrawal  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  constituent  Count 

from  membership  of  the  Joint  Committee  shall  not  interfere  with 
further  working  of  the  Committee. 

(7)  That  each  Local  Authority  shall  be  recommended  to  pass  a resolut: 

approving  of  the  appointment  of  the  Committee  and  appoint 
delegates  thereon, 

Unfortunately  financial  considerations  have  frustrated  the  original  suggesti 
regarding  the  producing  of  a complete  outline  plan  and  scheme  by  an  independd 
expert.  It  is  hoped,  however,  to  achieve  the  same  end  by  a smaller  scheme,  wh 
has  been  agreed  upon  by  some  of  the  Local  Authorities  and  under  which  ei 
Authority's  Surveyor  must  prepare  a plan  and  scheme  in  conjunction  with  Survey 
of  adjacent  areas.  Unless  such  a scheme  is  pressed  forward  houses  will  be  eree 
on  low’-lying  unsuitable  sites  with  the  consequent  ill  effects  to  the  workers  and  th 
families.  The  converse  with  all  its  benefits  can  easily  be  attained  by  co-operatr 
between  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  and  employers  of  labour  and  prospective  tenan 

The  time  will  come,  sooner  or  later,  when  certain  localities  will  have  to 
regarded  purely  as  industrial  and  manufacturing  areas  with  a minimum  number 
persons  resident  therein,  whilst  in  suitable  adjoining  districts,  linked  up  by  qui. 
transport,  must  be  formed  residential  centres  for  the  workers. 

MENTAL  DEFICIENCY  ACT,  1913. 

Dr  T.  P.  Puddicombe,  Chief  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer,  has  continued 
examine  and  report  on  all  cases  of  suspected  Mental  Deficiency,  his  services  bei 
available  both  for  the  County  Education  Committee  and  tho  Local  Control  Author! 
and  also,  through  the  latter,  for  advice  on  any  case  of  suspected  mental  deft 
brought  before  the  Justices. 

During  the  year  the  nurnbor  of  cases  sent  for  Institutional  care  has  be 
restricted  duo  to  tho  orders  of  tho  Board  of  Control,  but  the  work  of  ascertained 
and  certification  lias,  however,  continued.

SALE  OF  FODD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  supervision  of  the  duties  under  these  Acts  was  not 
adertaken  by  the  County  Medical  Officer.  Dr.  Bernard  J.  Dyer,  the  County  Analyst, 
ceives  samples  direct  from  the  Food  and  Drugs  Inspectors,  and  he  has  kinily 
unshed  the  following  particulars  of  the  work  done  during  the  period  1st  December 
'21,  to  30th  November,  1922.  Include!  in  the  table  set  out  belo  w are  s imples 
hick  have  been  submitted  by  the  County  Inspectors,  Local  Sanitary  Authorities, 
•ivate  Purchasers  and  Hospitals, 

It  will  be  seen  that  six  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  submitted  70  samples,  which 
the  largest  number  since  the  year  1916.  Other  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  should 
ail  themselves  of  the  powers  given  in  Section  13  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
it,  1875,  under  which  they  may  authorise  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  Sanitary 
spector  to  purchase  samples  at  the  cost  of  the  Local  Sanitary  Authority,  and 
bmit  same  for  examination  to  the  County  Analyst.  Much  good  work  could 
doubtedly  be  accomplished  by  an  extension  of  this -supplementary  inspectorial 
rvice. 

During  the  year  the  services  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Inspectors  were  again 
[uisitioned  in  connection  with  obtaining  samples  from  milk  vendors  who  supply  the 
unty  Sanatoria  and  also  certain  tuberculosis  patients  to  whonr  extra  nourishman 
1 been  granted  by  the  County  Council.  By  this  means  the  County  Medical  Officer 
isfied  himself  that  the  milk  supplied  was  genuine.

I COMBINED  MEDICAL  SERVICE. 

(1)  Object  of  Scheme.  To  secure  by  an  agreement  between  Local  Sanitary 
authorities  and  County  Council  that  one  Medical  Officer,  who  must  possess  the 
)iploma  of  Public  Health,  shall,  in  each  Sanitary  District,  act  in  the  following  dual 
apacity  : — 

(a)  Local  Medical  Officer  of  Health , being  directly  responsible  to  the  Local 

Sanitary  Authority  for  all  duties  carried  out  under  such  appointment ; 

(b)  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer,  working  under  the  supervision  of,  and 

being  responsible  to,  the  County  Medical  Officer  for  duties  of 
Tuberculosis  Officer,  School  Medical  Inspector,  Child  Welfare 
Officer,  Inspector  of  Midwives,  Venereal  Diseases  Officer,  otc. 

Salary,  £700  per  annum,  with  travelling  and  other  allowances,  borne  by  the 
lounty  Council  and  Local  Sanitary  Authority  or  groups  thereof  in  equal  proportions, 
dc  nless  otherwise  agreed  upon.  Stationery  and  postages  are  provided  by  each 
authority. 

a Applicants  are  selected  and  interviewed  at  a meeting  of  representatives  of  the 
.uthorities  concerned,  and  their  recommendation  is  subsequently  submitted  to  the 
espective  Councils  for  confirmation. 

(2)  Full  Schemes.  In  the  Report  for  1921,  full  details  were  given  of  the 
dvantages  and  disadvantages  of  the  Combined  Medical  Service  Scheme.  In  Table 
X.  is  given  a complete  list  of  the  full  schemes  in  operation  or  pending. 

There  were  no  new  features  or  developments  during  the  year  worth  recording, 
mt,  as  far  as  one  can  see  the  experiment  is  amply  justifying  itself  and  is  likely  to  be 
till  more  successful  in  the  future. 

(3)  Partial  Schemes.  In  the  Colchester  Borough  and  Barking  Urban  District 
te  local  Medical  Officers  of  Health  are  still  carrying  out  in  a satisfactory  manner  the 
uties  of  County  Tuberculosis  Officer.

(a)  Tuberculosis  Officers.  The  principle  of  combined  medical  service  has 
)een  followed  wherever  possible,  and  a full  list  of  the  medical  staff  is  given  on 
)age  5. 

(b)  Tuberculosis  Nurses.  On  page  6 will  be  found  a list  of  the  Health 
Visitors  who  undertook  tuberculosis  work,  and  who  were  assisted  by  135  District 
durse  Midwives,  under  the  agreement  which  the  County  Council  have  with  the 
ilssex  County  Nursing  Association. 

(c)  Summary  of  Work.  In  the  Tables  XII.  and  XIII.,  an  attempt  is  made  to 
ummarise  the  many  and  varied  duties  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officers  and  Nurses,  and 
he  treatment  granted  to  patients  during  the  year. 

The  County  Scheme  for  the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis,  as  revised  in  November, 
921,  has  been  continued  without  any  alteration,  and  seems  to  have  met  with  the 
o-operation  of  most  medical  practitioners  throughout  the  County.  Nevertheless,  it 
appens  only  too  frequently  that  a consumptive  is  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
'uberculosis  Officer  at  a stage  when  any  remedial  benefit  is  impossible.  Most 
linicians  agree  that  in  the  event  of  a young  adult  or  older  person  dying  from 
'ulmonary  Tuberculosis  within  six  months  of  notification,  there  has  not  been  sufficient 
me  for  any  beneficial  results  to  ensue  from  treatment. 

The  following  Table  shows  that  of  the  810  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  during  the 
ear,  732  have  been  traced  in  respect  to  their  notification  under  the  Public  Health 
tuberculosis)  Regulations.  Of  the  732  no  less  than  66  were  notified  after  death  had 
Aken  place;  136  within  three  months  of  death,  and  70  within  three  to  six  months 
' death ; in  other  words,  272  of  the  732  deaths  investigated  were  notified  at  too  late 
stage  to  afford  any  reasonable  hope  of  the  treatment  being  beneficial.  Further,  it 
ill  be  noticed  that  in  one  Borough,  out  of  the  7 registered  deaths  traced,  5 were 
itually  notified  after  death.  Tlie  figures  given  in  this  Table  certainly  need 
i me  explanation,  an  l the  British  Medical  Association  should  consider  whether 
imething  cannot  be  done  to  remedy  this  state  of  affairs.

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Although  various  changes  in  the  staff  have  taken  place,  the  work  has  been  carri 
on  successfully,  and  the  Institution  has  continued  to  fulfil  its  original  purpose 
providing  treatment  for  ex-service  men,  and  for  patients  in  an  advanced  stage 
the  disease.  Treatment  was  provided  during  the  year  for  206  adult  male  patien 
the  average  length  of  stay  being  76  days. 

(b)  Black  Notley  Sanatorium.  Extensions  and  improvements  were  still 
progress  at  this  Institution  at  the  end  of  the  year,  the  aim  being  to  augment  t 
accommodation  and  to  provide  essential  services  such  as  improved  water  sup} 
from  a deep  well,  water  tower,  electric  lighting  plant,  sewage  disposal  works  a 
dining-recreation  room. 

191  adult  female  patients  received  treatment  at  this  Institution  during  19S 
and  the  successful  and  economic  working  of  the  Sanatorium  was  due  in  no  small  w 
to  the  Matron  and  her  assistants.  The  average  length  of  stay  of  each  patient  v 
61  days. 

(c)  Sible  Heddngham  Sanatorium.  Schemes  for  extending  and  improving  tl 
Sanatorium  have  been  nullified  owing  to  the  County  Council’s  insecurity  of  tenu 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  Institution  is  an  adapted  small-pox  hospital,  and  mi 
therefore  be  vacated  at  short  notice  should  an  epidemic  occur.  The  only  improveme 
during  the  year  has  taken  the  form  of  providing  an  impervious  playground  which 
a great  boon  to  the  children  in  wet  weather. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  have  therefore  been  informed  as  follows  : — 

(1)  That  the  number  of  beds  have  been  and  will  be  further  reduced 
opportunity  permits. 

That  consideration  is  being  given  to  the  possibility  of  extending 
Black  Notley  Sanatorium  with  a view  to  transferring  the  treatmi 
of  children  from  Sible  Hedingham  to  that  Institution.

The  Matron,  Nurses  and  Maids  have  by  their  interest  and  zeal  contributed  in 
small  measure  to  the  successful  working  of  the  Institution,  which  provided  treatmi 
during  the  year  for  143  children.  The  services  of  the  new  Sister-Teacher  have 
been  a great  asset  to  the  Institution. 

The  average  length  of  stay  of  each  patient  was  98-5  days. 

(d)  High  Beech  Hospital  for  Surgical  Tuberculosis.  Unsuccessful  atte 
have  been  made  to  secure  an  extended  lease  of  this  Institution,  with  the  result  t 
unless  something  unforeseen  occurs,  the  County  Council  will  vacate  these  prem:| 
in  1925.  A scheme  for  carrying  out  much  needed  improvements  to  the  Institut 
cannot  therefore  be  proceeded  with,  and  at  the  time  of  writing,  consideration  is  b 
given  to  the  provision  of  alternative  accommodation. 

Sir  Henry  J.  Gauvain  (whose  services  as  Consulting  Surgeon  are  also  avails 
throughout  the  County)  has  continued  his  regular  visits  to  the  Institution,  in  oi 
to  advise  the  Medical  Superintendent  (Dr.  Charlotte  Brown)  in  regard  to  the  treatrn 
of  the  32  in-patients  (children)  during  the  year.  Their  combined  work  lias  been  f 
appreciated  and  excellent  results  have  been  obtained.  Much  credit  is  also  duo  to 
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Matron,  Nurses  and  domestic  staff  for  their  excellent  work.  Owing  to  the  need  for 
economy,  exception  was  taken  by  the  County  Council  to  the  continued  employment 
>f  a Head  Teacher  and  Assistant  Teacher,  and  eventually  the  Board  of  Education 
tnd  Ministry  of  Health  approved  of  the  arrangement  whereby  the  Head  Teacher 
should  undertake  the  whole  of  the  work,  subject  to  the  number  of  beds  not  exceeding 
U.  This  re-arrangement  has  been  in  operation  since  1st  August,  1922,  and  thanks 
o the  energy  of  the  Head  Teacher,  has  worked  quite  successfully. 

The  average  length  of  stay  of  each  patient  was  346  days. 

(e)  Supply  of  Milk  to  County  Sanatoria.  In  order  to  ascertain  that  tho  milk 
upplied  for  the  patients  was  of  good  quality,  the  Food  and  Drugs  Inspectors  have 
- aken  samples  of  milk  from  the  vendors  supplying  the  Sanatoria,  and  the  Public 
analyst  has  reported  all  samples  to  be  genuine. 

ailway  Vouchers. 

The  arrangement  with  the  Railway  Companies  in  Essex  under  which  Railway 
rouchers  are  issued  direct  from  the  Public  Health  Department  to  necessitous 
atients,  has  continued  to  work  successfully.  Under  this  arrangement  a considerable 
mount  of  time  and  expense  are  saved. 

Sxtra  Nourishment. 

The  following  classes  of  patients  likely  to  benefit  to  the  greatest  extent  from 
rants  of  extra  nourishment  as  advised  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  have  been  kept  in 
iew  throughout  the  year  when  grants  have  been  made  : — 

( i ) Patients  who  have  received  an  adequate  course  of  Sanatorium  treatment 
and  whose  medical  condition  is  such  that,  with  the  grant  of  extra 
nourishment,  they  may  be  expected  to  maintain  or  recover  full 
working  capacity,  and 

(it)  Patients  in  whose  cases  ultimate  arrest  of  the  disease  may  reasonably 
be  anticipated,  and  who  are  waiting  for  admission  to  a Sanatorium. 

Thore  has  therefore  been  a great  falling  off  in  the  amount  expended  on  extra 
jurishment,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  amounts  which  have  been  provided 
r in  the  Estimates  for  the  last  three  years

It  has  long  been  recognised  that  if  a patient  is  to  derive  the  fullest  possible 
benefit,  particularly  from  sanatorium  treatment,  he  must  have  his  teeth  attended  to 
Consequently  dental  treatment  has  been  made  one  of  the  conditions  which  must  ta 
complied  with  before  any  patient  is  admitted  to  a County  Sanatorium.  Denture 
have  in  a few  cases  been  supplied  through  the  After-Care  Committees. 


Contributions. 

As  stated  in  the  Annual  Roport  for  1921,  contributions  are  now  asked  for  no 
only  from  parents  of  children  who  receive  institutional  treatment,  but  also  from  adul 
patients.  The  total  amount  so  collected  during  the  year  was  £828  2s.  Id.  The 
services  of  School  Attendance  Officers  have  been  utilised  for  tbe  collection  of  these 
contributions,  and  those  Officers  are  allowed  for  this  extra  duty  a commission  of  71 
per  cent.

The  After-Care  Associations  at  Barking,  Chelmsford,  Colchester,  Ilford,  Leytoi 
and  Saffron  Walden  have  continued  to  assist  in  their  respective  districts,  as  will  b 
seen  from  the  Table  below.

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In  view  of  the  continued  need  for  economy,  the  Scheme  wag  a restricted  ono  bi 
every  effort  was  made  to  maintain  as  efficient  a service  as  the  available  money  wou. 
allow.  It  was  often  evident,  however,  that  the  scheme  was  far  too  limited  and  thj 
circumstances  are  increasingly  demanding  better  provision  in  this  respect.  Care  ai 
attention  to  infant  life  are  far  more  vital  to  the  nation  as  well  as  to  individual  famili 
than  are  many  of  the  expensive  palliative  schemes  in  other  sections  of  public  heal 
work.  As  in  the  case  of  buildings,  the  foundation  of  each  life  must  be  firmly  laid  ai 
the  body  built  up  on  sound  healthy  lines.  Money  and  attention  spent  at  this  critic 
time  of  child-life  are  sound  investments  and  will  result  ultimately  in  a tremendo 
saving  both  to  the  nation  and  to  the  individual. 

During  April,  1922,  a Medical  Officer  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  inspected  tl 
County  Council’s  scheme  and  visited  various  Child  Welfare  Centres,  resulting  in  tl 
Ministry  expressing  satisfaction  with  the  scheme,  subject  to  certain  min< 
improvements. 

(3)  Medical  Service.  A full  list  of  the  County  Medical  Staff  is  given  < 
page  5 and  of  those  ten  devote  part  of  their  time  to  Child  Welfare  work  1 
attending  Centres,  giving  “ Talks  ” to  parents,  visiting  midwives,  etc.  The  principj 
of  combined  medical  service  has  been  followed.

The  total  number  of  births  which  occurred  during  the  year  1922  was  17,179,  0 
of  these,  0,064  (35-2  per  cent.)  were  attended  by  midwives  in  the  capacity  of  a mid'v-i, 

and  2,091  (12-1  per  cent.)  as  maternity  nurses  under  the  supervision  of  medil 
practitioners.

; md  seventy  (770)  routine  visits  were  made  to  midwives  during  the  year  and  of  these 
119  were  undertaken  by  the  doctors  and  351  by  the  Chief  Health  Nurse. 

;f.  In  no  case  was  it  found  necessary  to  report  a midwife’s  conduct  to  the  Central 
Midwives  Board,  but  in  one  instance  the  Chairman  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Sub-Committee  interviewed  and  cautioned  a midwife. 

(e)  Doctors'  Fees.  In  accordance  with  the  Midwives  Act,  1918,  the  County 
Council  paid  the  sum  of  £769  4s.  6d.  as  fees  to  medical  practitioners  and  recovered 
from  parents  during  the  year  the  sum  of  £195  18s.

An  excellent  syllabus  of  lectures  was  again  arranged  under  the  auspices  of  Ife 
Essex  Midwives’  Association,  the  midwives  being  invited  to  the  following  Centres*! 
each  of  which  six  lectures  were  given  during  the  winter  months: — ChelmsfJ, 
Colchester,  Leytonstone,  Saffron  Walden  and  Southend-on-Sea. 

Opportunities  were  taken  at  one  or  two  of  the  lectures  to  thoroughly  discuss  e 
various  aspects  of  the  Combined  Nursing  Scheme  and  receive  the  points  of  view ct 
the  District  Nurse-Midwives.  Many  minor  difficulties  were  solved  which  81 
undoubtedly  result  in  a closer  co-operation  between  the  District  Nurse-Midwives  ;I 
the  Health  Visitors.

Unfortunately  the  need  for.  economy  will  not  allow  the  Association  to  establ  I 
more  than  five  new  Associations  per  annum,  which  will  somewhat  retard  t i1 
endeavours  to  cover  the  whole  of  rural  Essex  with  District  Nurse-Midwivl 
However,  the  Association  are  doing  all  they  can  in  the  circumstances  and  their  wo  j 
has  been  iuvaluablo.

One  is  more  and  more  impressed  each  succeeding  year  with  the  duties  and 
esponsibilities  carried  out  by  the  District  Nurse-Midwives  in  Essex.  They  may  be 
ooked  upon  as  one  of  the  most  important  factors  in  promoting  the  health  and  well- 
ieing  of  the  community.  As  District  Nurses  they  alleviate  the  suffering  of  a great 
—"umber  of  people.  As  mid  wives  they  have  again  carried  out  their  work  in  a most 
- fficient  manner — in  fact,  no  complaint  has  been  received  during  the  year  from  the 
inspectors  of  Midwives  as  to  their  mode  of  practice  or  the  way  in  which  they  have 
larried  out  the  regulations  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board. 


The  District  Nurse-Midwives  are  now  co-operating  with  the  County  Council’s 
vhole-time  Health  Visitors  in  public  health  duties  ; for  example,  following  up  defects 
liscovered  amongst  school  children,  the  care  and  after-care  of  tuberculosis  patients, 
naternity  and  child  welfare  work,  etc.  The  progress  made  during  the  past  year  is 
'ery  satisfactory.  Inevitably,  in  one  or  two  districts  there  have  been  difficulties,  but 
hese  have  been  cleared  up  by  a series  of  conferences  which  have  been  held  in  the 
t farious  districts  during  the  past  winter. 


One  looks  forward  to  the  time  when  the  whole  of  the  rural  parishes  in  this 
lounty  will  be  served  by  District  Nurse-Midwives.

Many  institutions,  public  bodies,  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  Bed  Cross  Societi 
etc.  have  endeavoured  during  the  past  few  years  to  improve  the  individual’s  envirc 
ment  and  knowledge  of  the  laws  of  hygiene  and  health.  In  the  rural  parts  of  t 
County  there  is  no  one  more  fitted  to  carry  out  this  task  than  the  District  Nun- 
Midwife.  The  District  Nurse,  as  she  goes  in  and  out  of  the  homes,  has  grt' 
facilities  for  teaching  the  people  in  regard  to  food,  proper  diet,  teeth,  exerc 
and  all  the  other  matters  affecting  the  health  of  the  people. 

Despite  enormous  strides  in  preventive  medicine  there  are  still — 

1.000. 000,  or  one  out  of  every  six  children  of  school  age  unable  to  derh 

reasonable  benefit  from  the  education  which  the  State  provides,  whi 

1.000. 000  recruits  during  the  Great  War  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  effecti 

enlistment ; 

100,000  persons  died  from  Influenza  in  England  and.  Wales  in  1918;  and 

12,643,936  weeks’  work  were  lost  by  insured  persons  in  1916  throug 
sickness,  or  a period  equal  to  243.000  years. 

The  attention  of  the  public  health  authorities  is  now  to  be  given  to  the  individu: 
as  well  as  to  the  environment,  and  the  District  Nurse-Midwives  in  visiting  the  hom< 
of  the  people  can  help  to  alleviate  the  crass  ignorance  which  exists  by  giving  a woi 
of  warning  here  and  there  on  the  various  laws  of  hygiene  and  public  health.
